IMPORTANT MESSAGES. 

WaAsBINGTON, Jan. 7:—On Monday the Pres- 
ident will probably transmit two important 
mer seges to One will relate to the 
condition of the Southern States and the 
other will enclose the correspondence recent- 
ly held with Mr. Motley, ex-Mintster to Eu- 
land. This will inelude, it is believed, a 
pretty sharp letter from Mr. Metley to the 
State Department, reviewing and defending 
his official course at Londen, and commenting 
on the criticisms which have been made upon 
it. Secretary Fish’s reply to this is aleo said 
to be in a similar strain, and will defend the 
Administration iu its diplomatic policy and 
the change it made to secure its enforcement 
at the Court of St. James. Both sides seem 
to be anxious to have the correspondence 
published. 

THE FISHERIES. 
The United Stajes and England have arrived 
substantially at T settlement of the fishing 
troub.e, and will probably agree to adjudge 
the damages by an international arbitration, 
though the expenses of such a commission, it 
it is said, wili be greater than the amount of 
damages-claimed by the American fishermen 
from the Dominion cruisers, The settlement 
of the principle involved is of course most 
important, and that is that the Canadian au- 
thorities, to whom England has delegated its 
jurisdietion, shall fulfill the terms of the treaty 
of 1818 and of the customary warning to 
American fishermen whe intrude in waters 
not within the limits of that treaty, and not 
seize their vessels without warning. If a 
friendly arrangement is made, the request of 
the President, that Congress authorize him 
to suspend ali commercial intereourse with 
Can; da in the event of a renewal of the seiz- 
ures, will berdly be complied with. 
THE FIVE PER CENT. BOND BILL. 

There is but one financial measure of im- 
portance that will probably be acted on this 
session now pending iu Congress, and that is 
the vew three hundred million 5 per cent, 
bond bill for refunding the public debt. It 
has passed the Senate, and will probably be 
reported from the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee of the House during the coming week and 
be acted on by the House. There is nothing 
pending before the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee now relating to financial matters, nor 
anything of any genera) interest before the 
Funding and Currency Committee. This is 
evidence of the indisposition to perfect any 
financial legislation at this session. 

A FEMALE SUFFRAGE CONVENTION 

will be held here next week, and will ask per- 
mission to appear before the Judiciary Com- 
mittees of the two Houses of Congress, to 
urge the 16th umendment to give women the 
right to vote. To-day an Illinois member re- 
ceived d memorial, signed by 1,400 women, 
protesting against female suffrage. It will be 
t ubmitted to the committee. 

SAN DOMINGO.

A large number of prominent Senators and 
members of Congress, principally from the 
West. called on Genera!

TALKING WITH RED HORSE. 


{Fortvitie (Wis) Letter to the Tribune.) 

In the Tritmne account of the visit of Red 
Cloud to Fort Fetterman, an interview he had 
with Colonel A. Chambers is mentioged, in 
which he expressed his wis to go and talk 
with the Great Father, when the Co!ooel told 
him he would “blow a messege to the Great 
Father through his hollow wire.“ 

e chiefs who accompanied him to Fort 
Fetterman, there were men „Stab- 
der.“ . id-of. an 
“Red Horse. The  last-na chie! 
had previously visited Fort Rice, when Col. 
Clark was in cOmmand, and had remained in 
the vicinity, with somethree huadred of his 
band, during several days. His advent was in 
thie wise: One morning in January, 1867, the 
man on — oe east — Ss

, one stepped a little ahead, holding 

up a long pole with apiece of white cloth 
at the top, as a flag of truce. We were glad 
they bad learned so much of ci war- 
fare. I volunteered to go with out inter- 
preter, who was a half. breed, to meet them, 
ascertain their intentions, and, if n ’ 
induce them to halt till we reported for further 
orders. Donning my chaplaiu's uniform, 
without 822 I. with the interpreter, 
proceeded to meet the flag-bearer. On meet- 
ing we passed the usual salutations. The in- 
terpreter introduced me as the Wauseche- 
aukon,’’ or White Medicine-Man—not a 
medicine man, but the man who talks with 
the Great Spirit, as their medicine-men 
os gg to do. As such my pers 
was eld sacred y them. Their 
chief intro¢uced himself as Sha-Shuncacha, 
or Horse, from the Biack Hills. They 
bad heard tbat Peace Commissioners bad ar- 
rived at the fort, and had madea loug journey 
of several days’ march to know what terms of 
peace were offered, as they were willing to 
become “treaty Iudiaus.“ We told him the 
command at the fort was not the Commission; 
that the latter would not be there till aftera 
good many sleeps. He said when they saw so 
many toldlers op the forthe thought they 
were going to fire the big guns on them, 
and therefore he sent their women away, 
and raised the white flag. We replied 
that if they were ceable, and would be 
friendly, they might come with us; that the 
soldiers would not fire, aud that he (Red 
Horse) could talk with the big white mat 
He then placed the interpreter at his left hand, 
in which he carried his flag, and gave me his 
right hand, 6 k up their chant of peace,’’ 
in whbieb all warriors joined, and thus we 
marched to the fort. The Colonel ordered 
the quartermaster to 72 them a ope 
giound near that of Iwo Bears. he 
brought in their families, rations were serve 
ont to them fora feast, and they had a merry 
ume, with tneir calumet dauces and singing, 
tuns late hour in the nicht. 
The next day Red Horse and some of bis 

rincipel braves were admitted into the fort. 
The Colonel bad a long, friendly talk with 
them at headquaiters. They manifested the 
best of dispositions. They were served with 
lupebeon and remained several hours. On 
having, Red Horse offered as a present to the 
0 olonel his robe, which was a very handsome 
ore, and elaborately painted. The Colonel 
told bim, through the interpreter, how much 
he wound like to accept it as a pledge of 
fiiendshin, but that he was not allowed to 
toke any present from nor buy anything 
of an Indian. Red Horse and his men 
were greatly pugaled to understand this. 
They looked 7 > as an expression of un- 
friendliness. y, it was ed that 
the interpreter, who was also an Indian 
trader, should give a consideration for it, and 
the Colonel would buy it of him. This was 
satisfactory, and the Horse and his men 
had several interviews afterward and received 
a good many lessons in geography and the 
history of the white man, in which they 
were deeply interested. On their side 
they told their traditions, usages, laws, 
and taiked of their Indian theology. 
Next to Two Bears, Red Horse was certainly 
the most intelligent, communicative aud ready 
to learn ofall the Indians we met on tbe 


rs F Upper Missouri. Hts band remained several 


days in camp, conducting themselves very 
commenpdably. They were on the most 
friendly terms with our men, one of whom 
made a benner of strong camp-canvas and 
— upod it a red horse three feet long. 

e Whole camp was as pleased with it as the 
chief. He visited us once again before we 


1ugs. 

he came to trade with the Northwest 
Fur Compapy. He brought in skins and some 
pieces of gold from the Black Hills. The 
‘traaer got the gold of course, and tried hard 
to keep it a secret; but he was so anxious to 
know its real value that he sought to get it 
weighed surreptitiously at our dispensary. 
He said he gave $40 worth of staff for it; we 


judged it to be worth $400. I have witnessea 


80 much of the rasculity of these traders, that 
it would be hard to e me believe that the 
stuff ne gave in r was worth, intrinsi- 
cally, more than $5. once asked another 
trader, in the employ of the same compan’ a 
how lovg be had been in that country! e 
replied: Fifteen years.“ Had he always 
traded with the same tribe of Indians? He 
answered. Tes.“ I asked him why, in ail 
that time, he bad not taught them to raise 
corn and vege'ables? He shook his head, 
and said, Tuat would never do; we want 
them to huut the buflalo, and fetch in the 
robes.” 

* One little incident for your lady readers, 
and I am done with Red Horse, who, I have 
no doubt, from the friendly reception and 
kind treatment he and his people received from 
the 50th Regiment Wieconsin Volunteers, is at 
this time dcing all he can to aid the head 
chief, Red Cloud, in securing peace. Our 
workshops were outside the fort. One day I 
had occasion to go to the blacksmith's shop. 
On one side, in front of two windows, and 
runniug up to the door, was the tiuner's 
bench, on wich there were a great many 
waste cuitings. While waitivg.iv an idling 
sort of a way, I took some of the longest 
tieces up, and with the long fixed shears 

began cutting them up into very 

Darrow stiips, and was amused to 
see how besutifully they colled themselves 
up into symmetrical ninglets. One long ove 
fell from the shears and rolled on the beoch, 
wheu I heard a female Indian exclaim, 
‘-Washta,”’ I. e, good, handsome and pretty. 
I jooked up ard saw a young squiw who was 
leaning against the doorpost, watching me. 
I felt satisfied, frum her embarrassed look, 
that the exclamation had escaped from her 
unconsciouslyyso I went on cutting, ocea- 
sicnully looking at her and giving her a smile 
of reccgnition to er courage her tc — 
knew she wanted some of tbe bright cuttings, 
and observing large holes in her ears but no 
ear-rings, I made signs ſor her to let me put 
one in each ear. She readily complied; 
others who were near by ask 
for some in theirat, and for two 
hours tne women of the Red Horse band, old 
and young, squaws and girls, keot me at 
work uuti I bad cut up every scrap of tin 1 
could find. They were a happy looking lot. 
I bave no doubt many of the coils are still 
used as ear-riugs aud carefully preserved in 
their; rawhide trinket bags, to serve on great 
and festive occasions; and many is the story 
they have told, in their tribe, of the wonder- 
ful way in which the Wauseche- Waukon” 
produced them with one cut of the shears, 
‘here can be no question but they thought 
them far more Washta“ that the pearls the 
Tribune’s correspondent told us were given 
by the wife of the British Minister to one of 
the ladies iu tue sui'e of Red Cloud, when in

Abother Bone of Contention. 

Like the dear old phthisicky, wheezy, 
gouty gentleman that he is, our neighbor 
over the water is again ma peck of 
trouble, arising less irom any particular 
fault on his part, as usual, than from the 
very doubtiul estimation in which he is 
held by the nations ot Continental Europe. 
It does seem, indeed, that with. some 
nations, as with some individuals, nothing 
goes well, and Jonx Bott is a living 
ijustration to-day of the old axiom that 
when one gets a start down hill, the 
velocity is accelerated till the bottom is 
reached. 

The matter of special concern with him 
now is the late sinking of British vessels 
in the Seine by the Prussians to impede 
the navigation of that stream. Of course 
the English Cabinet make all manner of 
noisy protestations against the outrage, 
and gouty Jon Bui. swells and blows 
to the full capacity of his compass over 
this unwarrantable intermeddling with 
his naval affairs, and shakes his 
cane angrily; but what will come 
ol it, after all k. A commoa 
sense of justice to the individual owners 
ot the vessels may prompt Prussia to in- 
demnpily them pecuniarily for the loss; yet 
she will, perhaps, peremptorily decline to 
compensate the sailors for the harsh treat- 
ment accorded, them. They, in this 
instance, are the representatives of the 
national honor, and the indemnity, coming 
in the shape above suggested, is due rather 
to the universal sense of justice than to 
the promptings of any apprehension of 
y British retahation. 

Ihe law ot nations has been divided 
by some writers into customary and con- 
ventional or the natural and positive laws 
ot nations. The natural law eis a summary 
of those universal rules which apply to 
all men and to all nations alike, and which 
may be deduced by the assistance of rea- 
son and revelation as of universal appli- 
cation and utility, and inseparable, in fact, 
irom the well-being of all nations. 


origin to human cempact, independent of 
apy natural or divine law, and is depend 
ent alone on custom orconvention. We 
ere ata Joss to conjecture which branch 
ot the mternational law Bismarcx will 
plead in justification®f this last act of his 
—as we can call to mind but a single pre- 
cedent, established byeone King Quap- 
RUMANA, when he used the cat’s paw for 
pulling his chestnuts from the fire. It was 
rather à law of nature than of nations, and 
tounded on the questionable moral princi- 
ples of those fortunate individuals with 
1 “Suffice the simple plan, 

That they may ieke, who bave the power, 

And they me keep who can. 

It is sad to witness the results of national 
decay. The rise and fall of great nations 
more aptly illustrate than anything else 
the instability and uncertainty of all 
earthly affairs. It is sad to see the red 
cress of St. G·onek, which has gone 
round the world, unable to protect its sub- 
jects irom any species of indignity a more 
powertul neighbor may see proper to im- 
pose. Is it likely that vessels carrying the 
United States flag would have received Uke 
treatment at the hands of the Prussians, if 
they had been in the place of the British 
vessels? The repeated assurances that 
reach us from London, almost daily, by tel 
egraph, that “British honor is unsulled,” 
indicate but too plainly where the shoe 
pinches. 

We confess to a fellow-feeling ior our 
foreign relationa, the English—spmnging: 
perhaps, trom the ties of consanguinity — 
which is somewhat out of bounds with 
that measure ot sympathy which, as a 
Government, Great Britain has hitherto 
accorded other nations when laboring tor 
the time under the weight of public 
calamities. Though a tyrant the old lion 
may bave been in his days of strength, we 
have no sympathy with that sentiment 
which delights to see every ass’s hoot 
driven into bis face, now that he is on his 
sick-bed. And yet, it cannot be denied 
that the English Government bas played 
but a heartless part in the world's 
drama, £0 tar. It was not 
until several months atter the 
close of our late civil war that our En- 
glish friends discovered the Southern Con- 
tederacy to have been a government after 
all; notwithstanding they at all times per- 
sistently refused to receive embassadors 
sent by the “so-called” rebel government. 
It was a small matter in Jon BuLu’s eye 
how long and how disastrously the war 
raged whilst he could masticate his beef 
and sip his ale in peace, pat both belliger- 


He quietly elevated bis proboscis at Mason 
and SLIDELL, and Utterly scgardlecs of the 
scarcity of beef at Richmond, pertinaciously 
declined to send a single heavy-shod diplo- 
mat to represent his interests at that capi- 
ial. But atter the close of the war he 
suddenly awoke from his lethargy to find 
himself out of pocket. What was to be 
done? He seriously contemplated insist- 
ing on that Law of Nations which makes 
the government overthrowing another gov- 
ernment responsible to the creditors of the 
conquered, and asking Uncle Sa to settle 
the obligations of the detunct Confederacy, 
as administrator of all the rights, property, 
eflects, &c.; ot the same. But, then, the 
sober second thought revealed the fact that 
he was notin a situation consistently to 
urge such a proposition, because he had 
never acknowledged the Confederacy as a 
government, and had, on the other hand, 
absolutely refused to join France in any 
act of recognition.

An Interesting Interview with a Per- 
sian Nobleman in this City— Hu Per- 
sonal Appearance and Sipgular 
Cestume—His Birth Near Mount 
Ararat and Subsequent Reli- 
gious Life — Persecution— 
Traveling in Persia—Car. 
avans and Robbers. 


MOHAMMEDAN JUSTICE. 


We seldom epjoy in the quiet pome-tites 01 
Louisville the luxury of interviewing a genutne 
livirg and matured lion, but this unfrequent 
pleasure bas been ours within the past few dyys. 
And as the reporters of the CoURIER-JOURNAL 
have none of the Instincts of that famous profes. 
sor of the school of Diogenes who lect urea the 
cow from the rostrum of the manger on the in- 
digestible qualities of hay, we do not withhold 
from our readers the enjoyment of any Orst- 
clase sensation which accident or our own en- 
ergy furnishes during our daily or nightly pe- 
rigrinations. Our usual good fortune led usa 
few nights past to call at the house of a friend 
where we had the pleasure of spending an even- 
ing with a live Persian nobleman, whom we in- 
terviewed for our Own gratification and tbe sat- 
isfaction of our readers. 

PERSONAL APPEARANCE. 

Many will have observ: d within the past few 
weeksa sirangely-atiired and strange-lovking 
gentieman passing through the streets, walking 
with some difficulty and leaning on acane. The 
impres-ion at rst sight may be toaptly produced 
that some actor ha“, in a Ot of abstraction, wan- 
dered from the green-room of the theater, with- 
out having disrobed himself of his histrionic 
habiliments after rehearsal; but this impression 
passes away on recognizing the costiiness of the 
materials and the modest demeanor of the 

arer. In person Joseph Gorges (we can find 
word in Webster which can translate the 
proper prefix to a Persian nobleman’s name, so 
we must give it as he wrote u for us with much 
laber and study)—Joseph Gorges is somewhat 
below the average bight, about Ofty years of age, 
with short, raven hair, and whiskers worn 
somewbat d la Grant, of a clear, bright 
olive complexion, very white hands, 
asioe black eye, and open, intelligent and very 
benign expression of countenance. It is the first 
time we have seen a genuine Persian. and perfect- 
ly Oils out our ideal of charecters with which 
our ming is dilec when we read “Lalla Rookh,”’ 
“The Fire-worsbipers.“ “The Veiled Prophet of 
Khofussan,“ and other orfen'al poetry. Recent- 
ly our ideas of the personnel of an Axtatic dig- 
nitary were marred by the :emembrance of the 
Soapy-lookma skin and greasy phiz of an im- 
ported Chinaman, until our veneration for the 
Giand Liema bimself and all the Arabian Nights’ 
ramatis was demoralizinuly impaired; 
und weare glateful for the personation which 
restores to us the original image of our boyhood 
and again furnisbes us witb a hero who seems 
cupabie of gracefully wielding a scimetar or 
heading a troop of Tartar cavairy. 
A SINGULAR CcSTUME. 

We would gladly describe the quaint and 
piciuresque ard of this gentleman, but net 
having any practice as reporter of fashions, we 
get lost lu the labyrinth of colors, cuts, and ma- 
urtals. Still, for the satisfaction of our lady 
reade:s, we will attempt to describe it. The hat 
was mede somewhat in the shape of an ex- 
vuishe: wu the betet cut off, or as we learned 
to ent the Bgure when sieaying the elements 
of solid geometry, & truncated conc. che materia) 
of sof Persian wool er hair, very Diaca aaa 
&kIDKY, and altogether a — looklug but pic- 
(uresque bead-dress. The cover for the bod; was 
aricbly colored elk or silkand woolen material 
of some sbade Of purple, flowing down to the 
ground like a lady's dress, with tight-fiiting 
sleeves end cuffs of similar materia! but a deeper 
color, turned up and reaching nearly to the el- 
bow. This was bound around by a very vibe 
sasb of crimson silk, with owing ends and 
fipges,@nd surmounted by a tunte of equally 
strange appearance, and a biack cloak fr 
culooor wear, all very picturesque and 
OrieDtalin style, but a very poor protection, it 
sc ems to us, against such weather as we enjoy at 
present. Ide ornamental decorations were a 
massive chain supporting a large gold cross aad 
two large medals of gold worn on the left breast, 
a decoration of some kind, the gift of the Pope, 
with a very large aud mess lve ring on the len 
band. 

HIS PERSONAL HISTORY. 

But not alone in appearance is this singular 
mau interesting, but tn his personal history also. 
A Persian by birth and education, and totally un- 
instrucied in the usages of European or Ameri- 
can society, a stranger to our language, his im- 
pressions ot us make an interesting study. His 
Only Medium of communication isthrough the 
French language, which he speaks with great 
\olubility abd With suMieient cor- 
recine: $ to be always intelligible. 
The written language of dis coun- 
try is the Chaldaic, in which he wrote some things 
on the back of a pbotograph of himself, which 
we begged aa aseuvenir. We took a great la- 
terest in wasem@iag Bim write as be began at the 
right side and wrote tothe left with great ra- 
pidity, Dut it was ludicrously amusing to see bis 
effort at writing bie name in Roman letters as we 
do. Theappeaiance of this Chaidaic writing is 
very ke Hebrew, with which the eyes of some 
of our readers are familiar. 

Joreph Gorges, as be wrote it in French, or 
Lazarus Bar-Cinciaga, ts Catholic Bishop (arch- 
deacon) of Urmia,in Persla. His birthplace and 
the seat of big episcopacy is within twelve miles 
of the foot of Mount Ararat of bibiical notoriety 
as the place where Noah's ark rested after the 
food. His family and himeelf belonged to the 
Nestorian Church, which holds in the Eas: 
the same relation, or nearly so, to the 
Cail lic Church, that Episcopelianism, or rather 
Lutberapism, does in the West ani ia this 
The Nestorians dropped off from the 
Cathelic Church about the fouith century, aod 
ure to-day a rich and influential body ia Persia. 
altbougb the religion of the country is Mahomme- 
dan. The Nestorians recognize but four sacra- 
ments: Baptism, Eucharist, Orders and Mattt- 
wony,and the Catholic Church, m addition to 
these, have Penance, Confirmation and Extreme 
Unction, Tbe Nesiorian clergy. like the Catholic 
clergy, do not marry, and hence the Rt. Rev. 
Bar-Ciuciag-a, though a bishop, was never mar- 
rkd. About five pears ago, d the continusus 
reading of the New Testament, he plaloly recog- 
uized that Christ estabiished more sacra- 
ments than he himselt had  hi.he:io 
belleved in, and in dis tnvestigations of 
this fact became acqualatid with some Catholic 
misticnaries from France. The difficulties which 
stood in the way of his complete instruction were 
easily removed by their dire do, and upooa 
tborough examination of all theoid Greek anu 
Cheldaic primitive authorities, he became con- 
vinced tey;ond tbe possibiliiy ofa doubt, mat che 
Catbolic Church was that whico alone helu 
Christ's doctrine, and he accordingly em- 
biaced it, 

HE BECOMES A CATHOLIC. 

His first impuise, feeling that be was a bishop 
of a false church, with, however, divine ordlua- 
on (for the Catbelics bold that valid ordiaation, 
and as they rearon power of Eucharistic conse-. 
cratlon, is found siraying occasiovaliy in many 
separated churche+), was to travel to Rome and 
make bis adjuration in the baods ef Peter's suc- 
cessor, tendering Wim his allegiance and holding 
bimself as successor to one of the Apostles subject to 

e Jurisdiction ofthe head of the Church. The 

ope Sd BIW wiek jor welromei bim back 
to the — Fold,“ aud decorated him with tuvse 
two medals which be wears. When thechief 
Bishop bad fully satisffed himself as to aff the 
circumstances of the case and recognizea in his 
life aud bistory the marks of an extraordinary 
and divine vocation to the Episcopacy, he be- 
stow: d upon him the necessary authority for ex- 
eie ing that power, and appointed his mission 
in his native place, remarking Lou were a 
Bishop with the Nestortans; be you now a 
Bisbop of be Ore Holy Catbolic and Agostolic 

Church of Christ.“ 

Thus commissioned he journeyed back to his 
(wo diocese, Which, we may remark en passant, 
is not arefieshing 4rip. Two weeks by steamer 
trom France lauds the traveler at the proper 
point of debaikauon in Asia, and thence he has to 
tiavel dy caravan of two or three hundred strong 
wellarmed and fully equipped, to repel the at- 
tacks of the Arab robbers, who make constant 
warfare an wayfarers. This journey is of painful 
length, taking six weeks to accomplish it. The 
move of travel is by horse-back over wastes of 
arid sand, for they have no Pacific ratlroad over 
Asiatic deserts, yet.

And here the troubles of an apostle in the 
Primitive old-fa-hicn of him who was, in the

and are buffetted, atd bave no fixed abode,” 
seemed to dae been let loose on Bir- 
Cipctaga. When be appeared again de- 
fore his flock of former dare, and told 
them all his own trials of mind, and his recent 
discovery of the lost Faith with I's proofs, they to 
alarge number of families proclaimed them- 
selves enthusiastic Catholics, and turned their 
churches and seminaries tate hotbeds of Poperys. 
Ihis wooltsale cefection from Nestorianism, 
teur Mount Ararat, to the “abominations of 
Rome,“ brought down ide vengeance of the ec- 
clestastical authorities upon the immediate 
cause, and the Nestorian Patriarch—a man of 
great power—sen' a posse of officers to bring 
Bar-C. (the rest of the tame istoo hard, so we 
drop it,) before him. We have ln this country 
but a bazy Idea of tie authority of a Patriarch 
in the Eastern churches.

When, bowever, ou 
the following day, he was pre-ented before the 
Nestorian Patriarch, be was ordered to abandon 
his Roman Church, which he peremptorily re- 
fueed to do. 

Upon this he was bound by the officers, and by 
order of the Patriarch, subjected to the torture 
of the ‘basifmado, the most disgraceful and crue! 
punishment next to death that is known to 
Eastern barbarism. This torture, as most of our 
readers are aware. consists In belng struck on 
the soles of the feet, which, from the great num- 
ver of little bones, tendons and nerves composing 
them, causes more intense agony than a scourg- 
jog on any Other part of the body. We could 
not understand what the scourge was made of 
that was thus applied to Bar-C,, bat think tt was 
split bamboo canes, In this manner he 
five hundred lashes at protracted intervals, with 
uch brutal severity that for three months be was 
upabdle to stand on feet or do aught but Ife in

riage as a. matter of tecessity.’ He is now as 


fully recovered from tuts castigation as he ever 
can be, yet ts toa certain extent a cripple, and 
will de as long as he lives. 

We are not very uch effiicted with enthust- 
acm, nor much given to bero worship, vet we 
feel no shame in way thet our love for religious 
and vit dert is such thet it c -osecrates iu 

our eyes the man who has thus suffered a p srtion 
of martyrdom in backing up bis faith, by uoder- 
going bodily mutilation and spoliation of all his 
worly goods, And, as he tat in that stratght- 
becked chair, looking as if n were only tnaate 
courtesy which prevented bim a‘suming the 
more 1 posture of slipping down on the 
carpet, and sitting taylor-fasbion on tne floor, 
relating this and many more trials, which space 
does not permit us to mention—relating them, 
too, without any ferling of having done more 
than any body else would have done in like 
case—as & matter of course, we could not help a 
feeling of awe and reverence very like that 
which we are accustomed to misdall superstition 
creeping over us. 

BEFORE A MOHAMMEDAN GOVERNOR. 

But the bastinado and its consequences were 
not the end of Bar-O’s. troubles. He possessed 
churches and colleges for bis fock whiist a Nes- 
torian, but upon this wholesale revolution in his 
diocese these institations, tne gift of his people 
fer their religious purposes, were taken posses- 
sion of by the powerful Patriarch, and he and his 
flock lef churchiess and collegeless. Further- 
more, accusation was made of him before the 
Mohammedan Governor of the prevince as a dis- 
turder of the establisbed order of things, and as 
has ing brought disgrace upon the imme mortal tra- 
ditions of hie noble family. Cited before shin des- 
potic judge, the dispenser of life and death at bu 
will, Bar-. found all his former fellow-bishops, 
headed by the Nestorian Patriarch, present as his 
acturere. On hearing the chermes, the Governor 
asked tbe prisoner, who was hustied away in a 
corner with robbers and murderers, as was his 
master before him, what he had o say for himse'f. 
Now it fe a high crime in a Persian court for the 
accused to reply except by special permission, 
and as Bar-C. felt, Uke Shakspeare’s Jew, that 
even a Bishop could feel pain and torture, very 
much like vessels of meaner clay, he was cau- 
tious not to tempt the caresses Of the bamboo or 
bowstring any more. 8° ne said “If your — 
(some titie out of sight in the clouds, too exaited 
for democratic English), sul permit I will 
speak.“ And bis“ "did permit. Then he 
made hia defense, the substance of which we 
cood: nse thus: “You are a gcod Mobammedan, 
you have an undoudting faith iu all that is 
written tn the Koran. If you hesitate to believe 
avy one word in that Koran, theo you are not a 
Mabommedapn,but som thing else. Now we Ch. 18- 
taps have anothe: book Called the Bible, all of 
which we must deheve, else we are not Chris- 
tiams, bat something cise. |r. ad that book and 
made a close study of it th greater part of my 
life, and I found thing3in it which those gentie- 
men did not believe: and 1 found also 
that the Roman Church did believe 
and teach exactly according to that book, 
and seeing they were riubt and I wrong I joined 
them. That is all my crime. And my people 
think as Ido, and they to» havoxvone over to the 
Catholic church. Forth.s was { bastinadoed, and 
the churches and reminaile: which my people 
dullt for their religion taken away from them 
and me, because they do not choose to live in 
error and false docirine as hith«rto.”’ 

JUSTICE AT LAST. 

In this the Oriental Mormon fatled to see any 
fearful crime again t nls Sublimity, and asked the 
Pairiarch wbat be had to say on the subject. The 
Patriarch had much that was learned to say, dut 
as it went into the times of the second and third 
centuries, and treated of peoples and things in 
which the Gevecane hed no laterest, he *‘coulda’t 
gee the poiat,” aod leu 19 224 his ren acc 
cordingly, whicn was like thi: “Lett pon 
iu peeee, aud Dring no quarrels — — be- 
fore me. it vou moiesat bim you sbali smart in 
your own feet. ue is none of yours any 
longer. And you, prisouer, keep the peace, but 
it seems all these churches were given 
for Nestorian worship, and as a question of jus- 
tice I cannot iestore them to you. Bat l permit 
you to build for yourself, and henceforth nOwody 
shall molest you nor vour people nor your re- 
ligious property.“ Wich, on the whole, we 
think, Was very fair in the man ef many wives, 
aud dere we irreverently interjected, sotto voce, 
“Bully for old Bluebeard.”” The Bishop says 
the permission to bold Catholic Chureh property 
is almost unpreceder'ediy gracious, and thinks 
old Pasha is the beau ideal oj all denchdom for 
liberality. 

So Bar-C. is pow trving to bulld churches and 
schools for his people, and is on this errand tn 
the United States. He has spent some time in 
France, where he caught up enough of the only 
European language in which he can speak. It 
will su prise some who are not Catholics to 
know that the Latin language is not spoken, 
as a matter of Catholte necessity, in either 
the service or literature of some branches 
of the Eastern Catholic Church, 
though in full communion with Rome. 
Ighorance of this fact has caused some anonymous 
blunderer in Omaha, to write to the Boston Pilot 
stigmatizing Bar-C. as an imposior,and tne Pilot, 
which, being a Catbolic organ, ought to know 
better, has published the statement, and thas 
obliged Dr. McCloskey to protect the charac er of 
his-distinguished guest bya card in our city v 
pers two days back. 

We bave often witaessed the Catholic mass 
service In Latin, but never in any of the other 
rites, which are strikingly beautiful as we under- 
stand, acd, learning that this bishop will cele- 
Drate mass at St. Patrick's church on to-day, at 8 
o’clock a. m., We Wili graiify our curiosity by being 
present, and our devotion, or the little of it we 
have, by con'ributing the price of a brick or two 
to the erection of a Coristion mosque in the heart 
of Mahvumei’s land. 


AMUSEMENTS. 


Opera House. 

The Claude Melnotte of Mr. Adam of yester- 
day afternoon was as clever a piece of acting as 
is often seen. The piay is old enouzh to have 
become somewhat stale and wearisome, and to 
bave had ite best points elaborated to their ut- 
most capacity. We do not know that Mr. Adams 
bas departed matertally from the esta dlished run 
of the character, but he has made as perfecta 
rendering of lt as there may bo room. His voice 
and his Ggure aimiiably adapt bim for the role: 
end he makes t e best use of them both. He 18. 
on the whgie, the best actor inthe couatry next 
to Booth. and in several of his characters he 
even treads closely upon the heels of the great 
trageolan. His Charles De Moore, in the Rob- 
bers, produced last right, was a powerful imper- 
sonation, better In its way than apy in which he 
bas eppeared curing this enwagement, the som- 
ber character of the part suiting him exc-Hently 
inis, with ois Hamlet, demonstrating his peculiar 
tunes, for the departm nt. Still ther: ts a great 
«al of Merit in bis Rover, as totally different a 
character a+ bossible from either. He has been 
very successful in each of bis aopearances this 
weak, only excepting his Richard, and the regret 
ovly remaiosthat be bas not been more fortunate 
‘tn the size of Eis bouses—perhaps, taking it all 
in all, not a bad compliment to the excellence of 
bis acting. 

Mr. DeGroat’s support has been admirable. 
We review each of bis characters with a higa 
degree of pleasure, and speak in terms of al- 
most unqualified praise of them all. Mr. DeGroat 
bas not apprcached a failure tete seusun, ana on 
the other hand his acting has often redeemed a 
poor play fro mn failure, aod added a very pleasant 
but the interest of one part. His military gentle- 
men of the two plays, the Lady of Lyons and 
Wild Oates, were much of a piece, and 
both excellent. Mr. Langdon has not 
had much opportunity fer display during 
the week, his Otbello excepied, but 
each of bis characters have been well acted and 
endowed witt much forc:.
